Nevada has become the first state to 
legalize the independent Practice of 
traditional Chinese medicine. 

A five-member licensing board pro- 
vided for by the law has already been 
selected by Governor Mike O"Calla- 
ghan. A five member advisory board of 
traditional Chinese practitioners has 
yet to be chosen， 

The law defines traditional Chinese 
Imedicine as“that System of the healing 
art Which places the chief emphasis on 
the flow and balance of energy in the 
body mechanism as being the most 
important single factor in Imaintaining 
the well-being of the organism ip 
health and disease and includes the 
practice of acupunctute and herbal 
medicine.” 

OPPOSITION 

The Pbill was passed almost unani- 
mously by both houses despite opposi- 
tion 人 fom the Nevada -State Medical 
Association. This 外 oup did，however， 
lobby successfully for several amend- 
ments to the bill limiting the scope of 
the acupuncturists. 

The catalyst for the 1awW?s passage Was 
Arthur Steifiberg, a New York attorney 
and Tieal estate developer jliving 了 
semiretirement iD Las Vegas， He said 
he became a believer after acupuncture 
treatment in Hong Kong relieved his 
Wife5s migraine -headaches and im- 
proved his failing hearing. 

UPpon his return to Nevada, according 
to Mr， Steinberg，he tried to get the 
medical profession interested，but Was 
rebtffed. So he hired the May Adver- 
tising Inc., of Las Vegas to conduct a 
publicity campaign. To further spread 
the word, he established the American 
Society of Acupuncture (which should 
be distinguished from a spate of newW 
organizations with similar names》 with 
himself as president. 

PIVOTAL 

But apparently seeing is believing. 
What proved to be pivotal was a Seties 
of demonstrations taking place Over 3 
three Week period by Professor Lok 
Yee-kung, an acupuncturist from Hong 
Kong who was only allowed to proceed 
after the state legislature passed 3 
Special law permitting him to practice 
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acupuncture。 His patients included 
numerous legislators and newsmen. 
Most claimed improvement of their 记 s. 

One state assemblyman said ,his 
chronic sinus congestion was“90 perT 
cent” cured.A Zas Fesay SU DeWS- 
paper executive described his post 
-treatment relief from dizzy spells and 
nausea attacks as“'like being reborn. 

The state medical society has refused 
to participate in the licensing board， 


However， Governor O'Callaghan did 


apbpoint one M.D., William M. Edwards， 
chief of the state's Bureau of Com- 
immunity Health Services. 

Duiing a phone interview，Edwards 


observed that the board would confer a 
“Very Testrictive type of Ilicensure.” 
One stipulation for licensing is that the 
acupuncturist must not only pass the 
board's written exam，but also must 
have practiced for at least 10 years and 
have a license granted by any of the 
governiments of Japan, Korea，Iaiwan， 
or People”s Republic of China. 
OPEN MIND 

He added,“My value (on the board) 
is that [have an open mind .. .alotof 
doctors have closed minds ... ”He 
cautioned that the board“would pro- 
ceed with circumspection”” since no 
one Wanted “Nevada to have a bad 
experience with acupuncture.” It Ww 训 
probably be two to six months before 
acupuncturists afe licensed to practise. 

Other licensing board members in- 
clude a state Senator，an attorney，a 
professor. of psychology、and a TewWs- 
paper executive. 

Now that the die is cast, the Nevada 
State Medical Association is adopting a 
“wait-and-see” attitude，according to 
its president，Dr. John P. Sande. He 
said that the association was never for 
ignoring  ， acupuncture， but Iather 
WwWanted 让 “put Under a research sett- 
ing ., .to determine its merits and 
drawbacks ,六 adding that the emotion- 
alism surrounding this treatment has 
made it difficult to assess it properly 
noWwW. 

He predicted that checking creden- 
tials would be a problem for the 
Hicensing board, and suggested the need 
for a physician to Screen potential 
patients for organic _ disorders not 
amenable to acupuncture treatment.

SUSPENDs3 
PROGRAWM 


In a startling move，rIadio station 
KPFA has suspended the Sunday after- 
noon prirogram，Chinese Youth Voice 


ovyer What General Manager Roger 
Pritchard calls a “gross” Violation of 
station bolicy， Both the Chinese and 
English sections have been cancelled. 

In a letter to the Chinese Media 
Committee，conceIning an English tape 
broadcast on May 13 -at 3 p.m.， 
Pritchard said that “the violation of 
the Program Policy is so gross that I 
have no alternative but to Suspend the 
Chinese Media Committee from al 
TIegular prIograming on KPFA.” 

In response to the charges, Katheryn 
FEong of the Media Committee ex- 
plained that the community program 
orginally Scheduled was cancelled and a 
pre-Tecorded taped poetry reading Was 
substituted. According to KPFA man- 
ageiment, that tape contained “Several 
series of passages of delicate language.” 

In a letter to KPFA，Fong stated 
that,“All of the programs, both in the 
Chinese and English section，are done 
by volunteers from our commnunity， 
These are people participating in pro- 
包 ams they consider mnecesSary for 
communicating Chinese-American 
ideas, thoughts, and feelings and doing 
So in words and forms they choose to.” 

DISTRESSED 

The Chinese Youth Voice coordina- 
tors claimed that they had not received 
a copy of the Program Policy referred 
to by KKPFA management. The Chinese 
Media Committee is distressed that 
both the Chinese and English sections 
have been suspended for What KPFA 
has claimed to be an infraction of 
policy by the English section， 

Fong commented that,，“I can under- 
stand a dispute between the English 
section and KPFA，but it's a 邯 0SS 
injustice to also punish the Chinese 
section Since the two PITograms are SO 
different in content.” 

The Media Committee is now Seeking 
Support to ieinstate the Chinese Sec- 
tion of the Chinese Youth Voice while 
negotiations continue .on the English 
section. Eong said that letters could be 
sent to Roger Pritchard，General Man- 
agerI,， 玫 PFA，2207 Shattuck，Berkeley 
With carbon copies of the letters sent 
to Chinese Media Committee，669 
Clay, San Francisco, Calif.

PEKING SEEKS HONG KONG MISSION 


HONG KONG 一 Since 1936，thy 
Peking government has been asking for 
official representation in Hong 及 ong， 
Senior ,level talks in Peking and 
London are now being held regarding 
these Tequests. But Britain is reluctant 
to accord Peking official status, accord- 
ing to the Asian Student， 

Peking does a 丈 eat deal of economic 
and semi-diplomatic business in Hong- 
kong，but since there is no official 


Tebresentttive in the Crown Colony， 


for the past few years Such business has 
been conducted unofficially through 
the director of the Hongkong.branch 
of the BanKk of China . 


However, these persons have no offi- 


cial authority im Hongkong. From the 
diplomatic point of view, both Britain 
and Peking would like to see an official 
Peking mission established to expedite 
Such business, 

The presence of official Tepresenta- 
tion from the 
would entail official recognition of 
Hongkong as a British possession and 
imply satisfaction with the colony's 
present position , 

But from the political point of view， 
authorities are Teluctant to grant Pek- 
ing official status， They fear the pre- 
sence of a Chinese official on the scene 
Imight become the focus for political 
activity in the colony. Recalling the

iiots of 1967，they fear the Chinese 
inight appeal to such a Chinese official 
in case of a strike or other civil 
disturbance in the colony. 

In general, ther is the possibility that 
the Chinese in 机 ongkong might see the 
official as a sort of “Chinese Gov- 
etnor,” thereby undercutting _ the 
authority of the British Governor， 
Eurthermore，the presence of a resi- 
dent official fom Peking might also 
intensify the conflict between Nationa- 
list and Commnunist Chinese in the 
colony， creating 3a serious _ Security 
problem for Hongkonsg . 

By the convention of June 9, 1898， 
the Kowloon Peninsula “New Territo- 


Ties” Were leased to Britain for 99 
years. A Chinese official on the scene 
Imight be looked upon as an advance 
Iman for the reversion of the Kowloon 
Peninsula and even Hongkong island to 
China, Thus， for a variety of reasons， 
Britain is cautious about according 
Peking official status in Hongkong. 

In its eagerness to _ have an official 
mission in the colony，Peking has 
already selected the site for the pro- 
posed mission. It is a mansion and 
extensive gounds formerly belonging 
to the Chinese .Maritime Customs， 
Which became prIoperty of Peking in 
1950，when the _ British Government 


Tecognized the People's republic. 
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AN UNCOMFORTABLE FEELING 


Nine members of the so-called Ski Mask Gang have been ar- 


rested to date. They are suspected of being responsible forat ， 


least eight robberies in San Francisco since March 13. Ihe 
crimes grew progressively bolder，from a restaurant robbery 
to two bank jobs, netting an estimated total of aver $41,000. 


There seemed to be no lead until the cameras in the Bank 
of America branch provided the police with some clear photos 
of the robbers May 14. Even then, the police had to release 
the photos to enlist public support in solving the case. 


Gang problems arenothing newto our community. Though 
we are glad to see that some progress has been made in alle- 
Viating this problem，we have an uncomfortable feeling that 
law enforcement agencies know very little of what's going on. 


This uncomfortable feeling increased when robberies were 
committed one after another, and the police failed:to identi- 
fy the suspects from the photos taken at the bank. 


We call on the Federal Bureau of Investigation and the po- 
lice department to close the gap with the community by DTi- 
gorously recruiting young persons from our community- The 
police department should stop using Chinese-American ofE- 
cers in Chinatown raids in order to defeat their effectiveness 
in community work. 


Yes, ouUT community is ready to cooperate with the law 
enforcement agencies. But the agencies should also show their 
willingness to make changes.

Shades of Dr. Spock

About the only neutral way to describe the demands presented by the 
Association of Secondary School Administrators to _ the SFE， Board of 
Pducation is the stock phrase Star 7T7ekS Mr. Spock used to Say -一 
“interesting.?” 

Any other organization would have demanded, requested， begged (or what 
have you) for favors that would help its own members - more pay, Shorter 
Working hours，better facilities，more power，etc. From newWspaper SoOUrces， 
however, 让 seems that the administrators asked nothing for themselves but 
that others 一 namely,， classroom teachers -- be required to increase their work 
load . 

This tactic of asking nothing for oneself, but making demands on others, is 
realy guite new. In fact, it was just in February, in New Jersey, that school 
Superintendents throughout the U.S. were advised of a variation of this tactic， 
whereby school superintendents and school boards should present a list of 
their own demands when teacher organizations negotiate with them. 

Traditionally, the negotiation process between teachers and school boards is 
an almost one-Way street， The teachers bresent a set of demands and the 
School board trys to work around these demamnds, all the while making few or 
no meaningful demands of the teachers. 

So0，Without passing judgment on the secondary school administrators， 
demands, as being good or bad, one can say that teacher organijzations need to 
be united more than ever if their power struggles with school administrators 
and school boards are to be effective. 

Asian teacher organizations Would do well to realize that their demands 


should be merged with teacher 和 外 oups like the American Federation of 
Teachers or National Educational Association whenever feasible. 


ATA STANDSTILL 


Speaking of neutral，the under-35 rule set up by the Academy for 
Educational Development，whereby school principals under 35 years of age 
only qualified for a Special leadership training Pregctm， is no longer imn effect. 

The reason? The program was never funded.

Buthe said, he didn't think 
thelack oftechnological adv- 
ancement in Such areas was due 
to the fact that the Chinese 
“can't do it.”JInstead, he said， 
he felt the medical emphasis in 


China has been in different， 


areas, notably public health . 
“They have tackled their major 
medical problems with the hig- 
nest priority,”Rudolph said .. 


HEALTH CARE 


The UCSF cardiologist said 
the Chinese System of beatith 
care_ delivery was particularly 
impressive. “They have deve- 
loped a system which allows 
them to provide medical care to 
the whole population, ”he said. 
“Jt's not at this time the most 
SoOphisticated of medical care， 
but on the other hand they have 
a System which provides imme- 
diate care to the whole popula- 
tion，including the population 
in small TUTal areas and out on 
the farms.” 

The Chinese system, Said， 
Rudolph，involves a System of 
hopsitals which are Spread 
throughout the country and the 
utilization of “barefoot”doc- 
tors, youths 17-19 years of age， 
who receive about three to Six 
months of medical training. 

“These young people work 


right with the workers and 
peasants So that the barefoot 
doctors on the commune will 
be working in the fields and 
they"ll provide immediate 
health care,”hesaid, adding 
such doctors have been recently 
trained to use acupuncture for 
various problems, are provided 
with a pharmacopoeia which 
includes both herbal medicines 
and western drugs，and are 
trainedtohandle avariety.of 
medical problems. 


BAREFOOT DOCTORS 


A major part of the work of 
the “barefoot” doctors, said 
Rudolph，relates to educating 
the population about health 
practices and public health 
measures. As a festlt of the 
medical communlication SyS- 


.tem, said Rudolph, the Chinese 


have been able to control many 
oftheir public health problems. 
While in Shanghal，the 
American delegation observed 
three operations utilizing acu- 
puncture as the anesthesia. 
Two of the patients were un- 
dergoing brain tumor Opera- 
tions, while the third was un- 
dergoing open heart SUrgery 
with3acupuncture anesthesia. 


OPEN HEART 


“It was a remarkable expe- 
rience witnessing this，particu- 
larly in the patient with open 
heart surgery,”said Rudolph， 
whbo admitted that he was“fair- 
ly skeptical”0f the use:of acu- 
puncture in the place of tradi- 
tional western methods. 
as a first hand witness I can 
attest to the fact that it s no 
humbug,”he said . 

The open-heart Surgery was 
performed om a 17-year-old boy 
who appeared comfortable and 
quite relaxed.during the opera- 
tion, even talking at times to 
one of the anesthesiologists， 
Rudolph said. “It was quite 
impressive,”he added. 

The American delegation， 
said Rudolph, also participated 
in various Social functions，in- 
cluding a visit to the commune 
near Peking and atrip to the 
Great Wall of China. 


: MAY DAY 


The Americans also were in 
了 Peking during the Chinese May 
Day celebration and had a 
chance to participate.“Instead 
of aparadethrough the main 
Square in Peking they had a 
series of garden parties in the 
various gardens in Peking,” he 
related.“They were Open to the 
public and they had a whole 
series of performances, dancing 
and plays and music and all 
sorts of activities. 

Rudolph said he foundthe 
Chinese people to be“very， 
very healthy.” 

“They: al obyiously have 
ample food, ample clothing and 


“But 


adequate housing,” he salid . 
“It's not luxurious by any 
means，but these people are 
really contented because most 
of the day-to-day problems 
have been removed. They don't 
have to worry about the future 
in terms of education. They 
don't have to worry about the 
old because they are taken care 
of by the state.” 

In Shanghai the Americans 
had the chance to visit the Chil- 
dren'?s Palace, asort of after 
school program for children， 
Rudolph said, adding he found 
the children were“just marve- 
lous. They are happy and very 
involved in what they are 
doing.” 


ENTHUSIASTIC 


Rudolph also said that he 
found that.all the people he 
talked to were“very enthusias- 
tic”about the programs which 
had been developed since Mao 
Tse-Tung came to powerT. 
“They all consider Mao a re- 
markable person.” 


He said the Americans met 
with _ several Chinese officials 
during their brief visit，includ- 
ing 81-year-old. Kuo-Mo-Juo， 
who was involved in the 
Chinese 1liberation movement 
and who is now vice chalirman 
and presiding member of the 
National Peoples Congress. 
The Americans also met with 
Hsieh-Hua， chief of .the 
Chinese National Academy of 
Medical Sciences, as well as 
George Hatem, an American 
physician，who “'traveled with 
Mao during thelong march”… 
and:who has been involved in 
many of the Chinese public 
health programs. Hatem is now 
aChinese citizen. 


LONG TRADITION 


“IT think we have 3 great 
deal to learn from the Chinese 
in medicine，particularly in 
Tegard to the delivery of health 
care,， but also in other areas， 
Rudolph concluded .. 


“Since the _ cultural revolu- 
tion they have really begun to 
work quite actively at looking 
back into traditional and mod- 
ern medicine. 


“They have a long back- 
ground from which they can 
draw in thetraditional medi- 
cine and they really have begun 
to look into these aspects qulite 
extensively， particularly with 
acupuncture and also with the 
use ofherbal medicine, and I 
think we will find that there are 
probably a lot of very useful 
new drugs that will emerge 
from this.”

NEW YORK TIMES AD 

NEW YORK -- Chou Nan, coun- 
selor to the Chinese mission to the 
United Nations, protested strongly 
to the New York Times against its 
policy of accepting political ads 
from anti-Peking groups and the 
Taiwan govermment. The ITimes re- 
plied that freedom of political ad- 
vertising was an essential part of 
freedom of the press and that 让 
would not change its policy of 
taking in all political ads. 

The Chinese have made Several 
similar requests in the past and 
the Times feels its application for 
a Peking news bureau will not be 
accepted because of its refusal to 
censor its advertisements.

TAIPEI -- A spokesman for-the 
Ministry of National Defense con- 
firmed that a Soviet fleet of three 
to _ five ships sailed .through the 
Taiwan Straits May 12. He said 
that the fleet sailed in the open 
Sea. 

“We knew beforehand that the 
fleet was coming， he Said.“And 
We kept an eye on the fleet from 
the time it entered the straits until 
its departure. 

According to a UPI report, the 
fleet passed through the 95-mile- 
wide Taiwan Straits in an apparent

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LIFE I9 FOR A VERY LONG TIME 


Li Ling Ai，LIFE IS FOR A 
LONG TIME: A CHINESE HA- 
WAILIIAN MEMOIR (New York: 
Hastings House，1972); 343 pp.， 
9 

This stirring biography is a well- 
deserved tribute by the author to 
her parents，Dr. Li Khai Fai and 
DiI. Kong Tai Heong,，a truly re- 
markable and extraordinary Hakka 
couple who were the first two 
physicians of Chinese descernit who 
piacticed Western medicine in Ha- 
Waii. 

The account spans a period of 
Imore than /70 years，ending in 
1946 when an enormous feast Was 
given to commemorate their fifty 
years of Service as physicians, and 
to celebrate their 71st birthdays. 
(IThe authors mother died in 
1950, and her father, in 1934.) 

It is from her mother that the 
author，next to the youngest of 
Seven children，learned of her 
parents” childhood, their acquain- 
tanceship at the Canton Medical 
College, and their subsequent grad- 
uation，marriage，and departure 
from Hong Kong for the Sandal- 
wood Mountain (Hawaii). The last 
three events all occurred on the 
same date，June 3，1896，when 
both were 21 years of age: 

BASKET BABY 

The authors mother was a “bas- 
ket baby”having been abandoned 
on the doorstep of a Lutheran mis- 
sion in Hong 玉 ong. 了 owever， un- 
like other female babies who were 
Similarly Unwanted by their par- 
ents，she was left with a name， 
Kong Tai Heong (River of Elegant 
Fragrance) pinned to the basket. 

In contrast，the writers father， 
a Scion in 3a Vvast clan，has genea- 
logical records going back 30 gen- 
erationSs，Their marriage Was not 
looked upon with favor, and one 
Teason for their imnmediate depar- 
ture for the Islands may have been 
the need to _ escape from social 
ostracisIm. 

The author says they arrived in 
Honolulu on July 4, 1896, just as 
the United States flag was being 
Taised 识 ceremonies proclaiming 
Hawaii a republic and Sanford B. 
Dole its first (and only) president. 
(IThere is a serious discrepancy 


.Concerning this historical event as 


the Hawaiian Kingdom was de- 
clared a repubjlic two years earlier 
in 1894, not 1896.)

The father，Dr. Li 下 hai Fay， 
stands out in the forefront 一 a tire- 
less, energetic man,a fiery rebel” 
impatient with complacency and 
the status quo，relentless in his 
endeavor to improve and enharce 
Iman's_ existence on this earth，ir- 
respective of objections Iaised 
from some quartersS. 

Much to the displeasure of his 
countrymen,， he reported the first 
case of bubonic plague among the 
Chinese in January of 1900, which 
Iesulted in the Chinese being 
stripped-indiscriminately in public 
by the health authorities for disin- 
fection. Their clothes were burned 
in abonfire,and sections of China- 
town were destroyed by fire when 
the wind spread the sparks. 

In addition to building a hospi- 
tal open to al Hawaiians,， Dr, Li 
established a Chinese language 
school, a Chinese-English Debating 
Society; a newspaper (Sun Chung 
Kwock Bo)，and a political tong- 
party (Constitutional Party of 
Overseas Chinese in Honolulu)， 
and introduced baseball to the 
Chinese. 

He was a political activist，and 
Was 3a personal friend of Sun Yat- 
sen as Well as of Kang Yu Wei， 
who had carried divergent views on 
changing the political system of 
JImperial China. Dr. Li was in op- 
position to the revolutionary ap- 
proach advocated by Sun Yat-sen， 
who had been his roommate in 
medical college. 1 

LOVING 

Despite his busy medical prac- 
tice and deep community involve- 
ment, Dr. Li always found time to 
be with his children. Through him， 


they learned to appreciate many- 


things， States the author,“Yes， 
father taught us to love So Iany 
things，sSo many things that he 
loved so deeply, and so far and so 
wide.But most of al mother said，

the seven children eventually be- 
came physicians themselves. 

The two persons who played 
pIominent parts in the doctors' 
lives were Ah Pak Po (Big Uncle's 
Wife), a lusty, gregarious outspok- 
en Spinster who had befriended 


the doctors early in their career， 


and “Little Old Turnip， the en- 
Vious， abominable herb doctor 
from Canton who persistently 
Spread evil gossip about them. Ah 
Pak Po's lengthy; bombastic pro- 
fanities against those who defiled 
the integrity of the doctors are

a contrast to the authors geneT- 
aly sentimental and overly flow- 
ery style of writing.
